1 . Applicants arguments regarding the rejection of claims 1-3 and 7 under 35 U.S.C., second paragraph filed on January, 22, 2008 
have been fully considered and they are persuasive, in part. It is noted that the instant invention is drawn to a crystalline polymorph Form G 
only, and it is still unclear that the crystalline polymorphs of claims 1-3 are identical or different crystalline polymorphs. Amendment of 
claims 1-2 as dependent claims of claim 3 would obviate the rejection. Since claim 7 has been cancelled, the rejection of claim 7 under 35 
U.S.C., second paragraph has been obviated herein. 

2. Since claim 7 has been cancelled, the rejection of claim 7 under 35 U.S.C., first paragraph has been obviated herein.
